this secto r o n the west bank o f 
the Rhine is just acro ss fro m the 
R uhr— heart o f Hitler's w ar in­ 
dustries— and lies o ppo site Essen, 
where the famo us K iupp arm a­ 
m ent wo rks are situated. 
Thus witho ut sensatio nal head­ 
line we are giv en a ho t tip that 
the 
o peratio ns

fro nt are mo v ing rapidly to wards 
the climax which will precipitate

Rhine. One can well believ e that 
the 
po sitio n 
o f

Remagen 
bridgehead has speeded prepara­ 
tio ns fo r the amphibio us attacks 
further no rth. 
We

and it is expanding 
its ho lding

steel railway bridge has co llapsed,

Su lfon amide Dru gs an d In fection s of th e Ear 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 


T H E 
su lfonamide 
dru gs, 
of 
which we have heard so mu ch of 
late, are not antitoxins. T hat is, 
they do not neu tralize 
poisons 
formed by germs. 
They do seem to act directly on 
germs, either to stop their growth 
or to destroy them. 
Bu t to have these effects, the 
dru gs mu st reach the germs in 
su fficient qu antities. They have no 
effect on the germs in the secre­ 
tions coming from an infected area 
nor on the germs in an abscessed 
cavity. 
They have the greatest 
effect when the germs are in the 
body flu ids, as in blood infections 
or meningitis. Once pu s form a ­ 
tion has started in the ear, the 
su lfonamide dru gs can not be ex­ 
pected to stop it. 
There are several reasons, then, 
why su lfonamide dru gs mu st be 
u sed carefu lly in treatin g ear in­ 
fections. 
Most acu te ear infec­ 
tions clear u p withou t the mastoid 
back of the ear being infected. 
Now and then, when the su lfon a­ 
mide dru gs are u sed, .he sym p­ 
toms of ear infection disappear 
althou gh the infection is still con­ 
tinu ing. Then it may spread into 
the mastoid cells withou t any 
warn in g signs. In su ch instances 
the condition may progress to su ch 
an extent that a seriou s ou tcome 
resu lts. 
The 
su lfonamide 
dru gs 
also 
often cau se reactions. 


They are best u sed when given 
in large doses, with the patient in 
bed u nder con stan t observation. 
The u rine mu st be tested each day 
for the presence of blood cells or 
albu min, and the blood also mu st 
be examined at least once du rin g 
Vhe cou rse of treatm en t to make 
su ie there is no destru ction of 
blood cells. If blood 
is fou nd in 
the u rine, or if there is albu min 
present, the u se of the su lfona­ 
mide dru gs mu st be stopped, and 
if there appears to he any storage 
in the blood cells no fu rther tr ea t­ 
ment with the su lfonamides is ad­ 
visable. 
If the Ru lfonamide dru gs are 
u sed in the treatm en t of the dis­ 
chargin g ear, and seem to have 
controlled the symptoms, no fu r­ 
ther admin istration is necessary. 
Bu t if, after the u se of the dru gs 
is stopped, the patien t’s tem pera­ 
tu re rises, it means that the in­ 
fection is still present. A recu r­ 
rence of pain or tenderness means 
the same thing. 
Su lfonamide dru gs have their 
best effect if given before pu s for­ 
mation occu rs in an infected ear. 
Thu s, when a you n gster or an 
adu lt has an earache, an imme­ 
diate examination of the ear is 
advisable to determine if infec­ 
tion is present. Then the su lfona­ 
mide dru gs, if given at once, may 
completely check the infection.
